A’ question to be discussed today is | 
the introduction of a gasoline | 
car on branch lines along the Coast. 
At the present time the motor car is 
in operation on the Union Pacific as 
far west as Denver. 

Ww. R. MeKeen, Jr.. of Omaha, who 
is attendin; the conference, said: 

“There are ten motor cars of the 
latest model now in operation in and 
about Omaha. They have given satis- 
faction in every way. The design Is 
a 200-horse-power motor. In 2600 trips 
which these motor cars have made 
under trial, only ten were failures 
Of course, the motor cars cannot be 
operated over any great stretch of 
territory. It is found to be most val- 
uable on branch lines, whe. ‘%e op- 
eration of a full train is not ftheces- 
sary. Motor cars could te operatea 
successfully in a number of places 
along the Coast. The Union Pacific 
still has a great demand for them, 
however, and it will probably be some 
time before any are operated here. 

‘Twelve cars are being manufac- 
tured. One is in operation on a branch 
of the Chicago and Northwestern. A 
number of orders have been received 
for cars which will be filled as soon 
as they can be turned out. 

“The gasoline engine on the motor 
car is much more perfect than the en- 
gines used on automobiles. The motor 
car is equipped with a flexible con- 
trol engine, while the automobile has 
a constant-speed engine. The flexible- 
control engine does away with the 
speed gears, and is directly connected 
with the axle.”’
